At Woo-chow-foo the Fuho, a small river nnvi- 
gable by junks of light draught only, and not by 
steamer, flows into the Si-kiang, Howaror, its 
soungo is in the same mountains from which the 
watorways of Hunan, ranning. into. the Yang: 
tsze-kiang, take their rise. It appears, there- 
tore, that Waa-chow fco hay beon by natucy al- 
ready ‘constituted the possible osatre of o trade 
district, to whioh tho broad river ‘running into 
the sea noar Hongkong would afford the natural 
outlat.

T'he body of one of 
their companions, who had died and fallen off 
that aam., was still Jonting alongside the junk. 
The following day the survivors wore sufficiently 
racovored.to-be.able to give a brief acconnt-of- 
themselves, from which it was gathered that thay 
lsft Chefoo for a southern port of Shantung, on 
the 22nd ult, in the junk Yah-mow-dew, with a 
complement of nineteen on’ board, all Chinese. 
The following day their oraft was dismasted 
and capsized in a sqnall, and only nine of them 
succeeded in. climbing op on tho hottom 
of her, out of the ranch of the sea. . Daring the 
thirteen daya-they bad been drifting about, they 
had had nothing whatever to éither oat or drink, 
and could not possibly have survived many hours 
longer. In the moantime, they had only sighted 
one vessel, a steamer, on the aight of the 28th 
ult., which was in all probability the Tairuga on 
her way to Chefoo. Upon arrival at Chemulpo, 
they were hauded over to the Chinase Consnl at 
that port, and hefore leaving the Teuruga they 
expressed their unboundod gratitude to their
